WASHINGTON-Onc of the most Important ports of the notional defense 


program is gonig through Congress without attracting much attention. It is 
the move to spend $100,000,000, over a four-year period, to build up stores of 
vital materials in which the United States is not self-sufficient. 


O In a nation which prides itself on 


having practlcally'cverylhing it needs 
within its borders, it may come as n 
surprise to learn that the entire na- 
tional economy could be Utterly disor- 
ganized if imports of certain com- 
modities were suddenly cut 
off—as 


might easily happen in' case of major 
war overseas. 


Airplanes and warships might keep 


any foe from our shores . . . but sup- 
pose (to take one instance) thai that 
foe kept us from buying any tin. Our 
whole system for preserving and dis- 
tributing food 
would collapse for 


want of tin cans; our industry would 
bo stymied for want of solder and 
babbitt metal. We use some 80,000 
tons of tin a year; all but about 150 
tons of it comes from across the ocean.

I rather imagine 
there isn't anyQYmg seriously destruc- 
tive in any of the balls. I want to 
sign one that will set up a sensible, 
businesslike administration of work- 
men's compensation instead of a politi- 
cal system. I think everybody con- 
cerned' with those bills has acted in 
good faith.

fore I sign any bill I am going to give 
due consideration to every phase of 
Arkansas life."

The Horlon-Murry-Holland bill pro- 


vides for creating of a Workmen's 
Compensation Commission of three 
members, each oj whom would receive 
$5,000 a year. Employers .would be 
given the choice of self-insurance or 
taking out liability insurance to cover 
their risks.

The other halt 
to make a complete appraisal of Amer- 
ica's strategic resources; to find oul 
just how much there is of each kind 
of material, where it is, how much it 
would cost to exploit it, and cither to 
begin that exploitation at once or to 
make plans for starting it in case of 
emergency.

Now — due to the 
discovery that is can be produced from 
salt brine oil wells— the United States 
is the world's second largest producer 
of iodine, and the price has gone down

WASHINGTON—(/Pj—Senator Bark- 


ley (Dem., Ky.) intimated strongly 
Monday that the administration might 
not favor revision of business taxps at 
this time, a step which it had been un- 
derstood would be the keystone of its 
business encouragement program. 


The majority leader, who had talked 


with President Roosevelt earlier Mon- 
day, said it was generally agreed that 
no tax revision could be undertaken 
which would reduce existing revenues. 
Thus, he said, elimination of some 
existing business levies would have to 
be followed by an increase in others. 
Such a procedure, Berkley said, might 
hinder business more than continuance 
of the existing system. 


Barkley said Mr. Roosevelt might 


discuss taxes at his press conference 
Tuesday.

Roosevelt, describing the relief situa- 
tion as "very serious," told the law- 
making branch Tuesday that the re- 
sponsibility of Appropriating sufficient 
money to carry on the WPA until 
July 1 "rests of necessity on con- 
gress." 


While not recommending specific 


deficiency figures, the president in a 
special message asserted recent data 
furnished him substantiated the "real 
need" of his previous proposal for an 
additional appropriation of 150 mil- 
lion dollars. 


The president saifl there had been 


allegations that he would be satisfied 
if no further appropriation is made 
for the coming three months. "I feel 
that in justice to myself," he said, "I 
must make it clear I am not sending 
this message to congress merely for 
the purpose of going through the mo- 
tion."

Battle of Leaders 


m Labor Meeting 


Labor May Expect More 


Losses If Tong War 


Persists 


By PRESTON GROVER 


WASHINGTON,—Almost every ma- 


jor labor difficulty is expected here 
to melt like butter in the sun if the 
President peace proposal brings the 
conflict between AFL and CIO' to an 
early end. 


In turn, the failure to end it already 


has brought symptoms of the losses 
labor jnay expect to suffer if its tong 
war persists. 


Equally to the point, the labor an- 


alysists assert that neither side can 
avoid peace efforts without suffering 
damning loss of public good will. 


First off, both the general public 


and the administration now seem 
agreed that business and industry must 
be given every assistance. One of in- 
dustry's discouraging elements is la- 
bor strife. The administration uqite 
evidently feels that the National Labor 
Relations act and certain other aids 
represent a substantial job done for 
labor. For labor to continue internal 
wrangling in spite of this leaves the 
New Deal in a poor way to defend its 
pro-labor course—and so the President 
acted: 


Once before he publicly scolded a 


labor faction, but scolded business at 
the same time by saying 'a plague o' 
both your houses" when the General 
Motors-CIO dispute had hit a new 
high. In his his recent letter to the 
rival labor leaders, however, the whole 
scolding, if such it could bo lertned, was 
directed at labor. 


A Battle o£ Leaders 


The fight has long since degenerated 


into a battle between leaders—it is not 
a battle over labor. Each side has 
made offers which, if accepted by the 
other, would end most of the dis- 
cord. But the difficulty lies in find- 
ing a means of merging the two groups, 
and at the same time saving to each a 
fair portion of power. 


AFL has offered to take CIO unions 


back into the organization they left in 
1935, 
But AFL terms leave AFL lead- 


ership in control. In turn, CIO has 
offered to return to AFL if it can re- 
tain its^ organization intact. That would 
put AFL leaders in a secondary posi- 
tion, because membership in indus- 
trial organizations appears to oulnuoiT 
ber AFL craft membership. 


AFjt, leaders heartily distrust the Na- 


tional Relations Board, asserting it te 
persistently favored CJO organizations. 
As a result AFL h,a« submitted a 


Who Owns Ocean's

State and'Federal Govern- 


ments Renew Age-Old 


Battle

WASHINGTON—A century-old bat- 


tle between the states and federal 
Government over which owns the sea 
bottom out to the three-mile limit 
has: blossomed anew with the conflict 
centering about a politically dangerous 
commodity—oil. 


Charles Edison, assistant secretary 


of the Navy, has just asked congress 
in a letter to lay claim to California's 
off-shore oil lands. The idea, he ex- 
plains, is- to give the federal govern- 
ment a stronger basis for a suit to de- 
termine which—state or federal Gov- 
ernment—may grant leases or refuse 
leases, as the case may be. 


The tiling started on a far broader 


scale. Senator Nye of North Dakota 
(no sea coast of its own) introduced 
a bill last session laying federal claim 
not only to California's off-shore oil 
beds, but to all off-shore sea bottom- 
Atlantic, Gulf of Mexico and Pacific. 
It directed the attorney general to be- 
gin suit to establish federal ownership 
before the oil was all pumped out.. 


Nye steered the bill through the 


Senate before anybody really took 
notice. When it reached the House, 
alert Texas and California members 
shunted it into the judiciary commit- 
tee headed by astute Rep. Sumners of 
Texas, and gave it the ride of its life. 


Three Stales Lead Fight' 


Practically every sea coast state 


in the union sent lawyers to fight it. 
Most concerned were: 


Texas—Which has valuable off-*iore 


oil fields returning fat income to state 
schools. 


Louisiana—With newly developed 


off-shore fields. 


California—With tremendously rich 


oil beds near Los Angeles harbor and 
at Long Beach. 


Navy lawyers asserted that the fed- 


eral government should lay claim to 
every inch of sea bottom—and all be- 
neath it—out to the three-mile limit.

That's the international piano's tune 


now that red-sashed General Franco 
has won his victory. 


The quick decision of those power- 


ful democracies—France and Great 
Britain—to recognize the new dictator 
and to go along with him is the nickel 
that started the piano going. 


At any rate, that's he way the ex- 


perls here interpret the situation. 


Why It's 'Watch Mussolini' 


Here, in chronological order, are 


their main reasons: 


1. From the very outbreak of civil 


war, Spain presented an opportunity 
for the conflicting ideologies struggl- 
ing for supremacy in the world today 
—fascism, 
democracy, 
communism, 


naziism, or what-have-you. A victory 
for any one of these systems of gov- 
ernment in Spain would be a feather in 
that system's cap, so to speak. There- 
fore, "volunteer'' poured 
in—from 


communist Russia, fascist Italy, nazi 
Germany, even democratic 
France, 


Britain and the United. States. Inter- 
vention jn Spain blossomed into a sort 
of business for ideologists and mili- 
tary strategists. From there on Spain 
became the world's stamping ground. 


2. When Mussolini began to ship 


thousands of Italian troops to Spain, 
he exjAJained U> alarmed Britain end 
France that he was taking "this drastic 
step to protect Spain from bolshevism,

University of Arkansas College 
of' 


Agriculture, 


Mr. Gregg suggests that the lack 


of available or conven'tlently located 
milk utensil siin racks is probably 
the principal reason for this neg- 
lect of letting nature solve one of 
the principal problems of producing 
high quality dairy products—(hat of 
sterilizing milk vessels. 


For this reason, Mr, Gregg offeis 


the following pointers concerning the 
use of the sun racks; 


the sun rack should be located 


on the south side of the milk loom 
or the other building, high enough 
from 
the ground to prevent dis- 


turbance by small animals and un- 
durlng the entire day, by trees or 
other objects. 
The rack should be 


sloped slightly to permit the sun 
rej/ching every part of the inside of 
the utensils some time during the day 
Protection from flies by use of screen 
wire is desired but not absolutely nec- 
essary if the utensils are thoioughly 
clcrined before sunning and throughly 
rinsed just before using again, 
ilizcs milk utensils but also dries 
the mquickly which will prolong 
the usefulness, if thye are of metal 
construction. 


All utnsils should be placed on the 


sun will contract every part of the 
inner suface. Do not turn them up- 
side down or the value of the sun 
rack is practically useless. The warmth 
created by the sun on the utensils 
turned upside down will actually en- 
courage bacterial growth inside uten- 
sils instead of destroying such growth.
